an extract derived from leaves, stems, or a combination thereof of Physostegia 
virginiana, 

an extract derived from leaves, stems, or a combination thereof of Pisum sativum, 
an extract derived from leaves of Raphanus raphanistrum, 
an extract derived from leaves of Rheum rhabarbarum, 
an extract derived from leaves of Ribes sylvestre, 
an extract derived from fruits of Rubus occidentalis,

(New) The method according to claim 71, wherein each of said one or more plant extracts 
is prepared by extraction of plant material with an alcoholic solvent, an aqueous solvent, 
or a combination thereof. 

(New) The method according to claim 71, wherein each of said one or more plant extracts 
is derived from Allium tuberosum, Althacea officinalis, Amaranthus candathus, Ambrosia 
artemesiifolia, Angelica sinensis, Aronia x prunifolia, Asarum europaeum, Begonia
